2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of record is Schoelkopf et al., US 4,958,026. As applicant correctly notes, this 
re f erence j s drawn to the use of phenethylamines as synthetic intermediates, while 
applicant has claimed a genus of phenylmethylamines. While the compounds of the 
prior art are one-carbon homologs of the presently claimed compounds, the presently 
claimed compounds would not react in the same fashion as the compounds of the prior 
art. In the absence of any expectation of similar results, the present compounds are not 
obvious over the prior art.
